Selwyn  House  students  brighten  up  a  ward  at  the  Children's  Hospital

Last  November,  over  forty  Grade  1 0 
and  1 1  Selwyn  House  students  volun- 
teered to  paint  the  psychiatric  ward  of 
the  Montreal  Children's  Hospital. 
Together  with  an  equal  number  of  girls 
from  ECS,  the  group  worked  two  week- 
ends, sponge  painting  and  stenciling  the 
walls  of  the  hospital.  Under  the  guid- 
ance of  Mrs.  Debbie  Travis,  mother  of 
Max  Rosenstein,  IB,  and  Joshua 
Rosentein,  2B,  and  Mrs.  Heather 
Goodall,  mother  of  Alexander  El- 
Abbar  Goodall,  2A,  who  started  the 
project,  the  students  freely  gave  the 
energy  and  creativity  the  job  demanded. 

The  first  day  on  the  job,  I  must 
admit  I  was  a  little  worried  whether 
the  students  would  arrive  on  time.  This 
was  one  of  Selwyn  House's  mid-term 
holiday  weekends  (the  last  one  before 
Christmas  exams),  and  many  of  the 
Grade  10  and  1 1  boys  were  anxiously 
planning  their  weekend  activities.  My 
worries  intensified  when  I  thought 
about  the  effectiveness  of  their  alarm 


clocks  and  the  unusual  Saturday  morn- 
ing wake-up  call.  However,  my  worries 
were  for  naught.  The  students  arrived 
on  time,  and  the  one  boy  who  arrived 
10  minutes  late,  wasn't  even  on  the  vol- 
unteer list.  He  had  been  socializing 
with  fellow  volunteer  students  the 
night  before,  and  had  awakened  early 
on  Saturday  morning  to  join  his  friends 
for  work  at  the  hospital.  When  I  turned 
to  thank  him  he  replied,  "Hey,  I'm  just 
a  kid  helping  another  kid." 

It  is  this  type  of  unselfish  reasoning 
and  will  to  help  which  makes  Selwyn 
House  the  great  community  that  it  is. 
These  boys  volunteered  knowing  they 
would  have  to  sacrifice  a  day  out  of 
their  weekend.  November  is  a  busy 
month  at  Selwyn  House.  Tests  are  writ- 
ten in  almost  every  subject,  and  lab 
reports,  critical  essays,  projects,  semi- 
nars and  book  reports  are  all  due  before 
the  start  of  Christmas  exams.

This  winter  term,  Mrs.  Ferguson  has  begun  training 
students  in  use  of  the  Canada  School  Net,  which  is  part  of 
the  Internet.  Teams  of  four  or  five  boys  from  Grades  5  and 
6  have  been  working  on  the  Net  at  one  of  the  library  CD- 
ROM  work  stations.  They  have  been  using  their  20- 
minute  sessions  to  practise  sending  messages  via  e-mail 
such  as  condolences  to  the  school  children  of  Kobe,  Japan. 
They  also  have  been  receiving  messages  from  scientists  at 
INRS  (Institut  Nationale  Researche  Scientifique).  Joint 
projects  are  planned  with  international  schools  on  subjects 
ranging  from  chemistry  and  physics,  to  Canadian  history, 
to  world-wide  climate  problems. 

The  Library  has  also  subscribed  through  the  School 
Net  to  LM_NET,  a  world-wide  listserve  tor  Library 
Media  Specialists.  Through  this  interest  group,  people 
have  shared  book  reviews,  discussed  problems  ot  censor- 
ship, and  posted  lists  of  good  titles  for  various  projects  or 
coming  events  such  as  Black  History  Month  or  Chinese 
New  Year. 

As  an  example,  a  consensus  was  reached  by  the  SHS 
boys,  teachers,  librarians  and  the  LM_NET  listserve  that 
the  very  best  Newbury  Award  winning  book  in  years  is 
Lois  Lowry's  The  Giver.  The  book  is  an  eerie  depiction  of 
a  society  that  is  so  controlled,  those  who  don't  conform  are 
readily  "released"  from  the  community.  The  book's  heroic 
young  boy  and  a  colicky  "imperfect "  baby  make  their  way 
with  difficulty  through  the  strict  "rules"  of  this  society  to  a 
startling  conclusion.  We  heartily  recommend  it  to  all  the 
SHS  community.

J^rtists '  Corner

Two  new  groups  of  students,  a 
Grade  7  and  a  Grade  8,  started 
art  classes  the  last  week  of 
January.  I  was  sorry  to  see  my  old 
classes  leave  to  go  on  to  their  next 
arts  option,  but  eager  to  begin  anew 
with  fresh  groups. 

Walking  into  an  art  room  can  be  very  intimidating  for 
adolescents.  For  some,  it  is  the  first  time  in  their  lives  that 
they  are  being  asked  to  "produce"  art.  For  others,  it  has 
been  a  long  time,  and  they  feel  out  of  practice.  With  the 
knowledge  of  their  apprehension  in  mind,  I  try  to  gear  the 
art  projects  for  success. 

Because  so  many  students  had  never  worked  with 
colour,  we  began  our  first  class  by  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  colour  wheel.  I  then  asked  them  to  draw  a  face  or 
part  of  a  face  on  a  large  board  using  pencil  only.  The  boys 
used  each  other  and  magazine  pictures  for  inspiration, 
sticking  to  large  and  simple  features. 

The  fian  really  began  with  the  painting.  The  students 
were  instructed  to  paint  each  portrait  using  one  set  of 
complementary  colours  (colours  which  are  opposite  one 
another  on  the  colour  wheel  and  are  equal  in  intensity), 
plus  white  for  tints,  and  black  for  shading.  Brush  mixing 
paints  on  a  palette  was  a  new  and  educational  experience 
for  some. 

The  portraits  are  not  finished  yet,  but  it  is  already 
obvious  that  the  results  surpass  everyone's  expectations. 


A  speaker  that  inspires 

Alvin  Law  was  born  without  arms  in  1960.  Doctors  pre- 
dicted he  would  never  be  independent  and  described  his 
birth  as  a  tragedy.  In  fact,  not  only  is  Mr.  Law  completely 
independent,  but  he  has  become  North  America's  most 
sought-after  motivational  speakers. 

Mr.  Law  spoke  to  an  assembly  of  students  from  Grade  6 
to  1 1  for  about  an  hour  and  a  halt  without  a  written  note.  He 
credited  his  success  to  his  upbringing  by  adoptive  parents 
and  to  his  positive  attitude.  His  stories  recounted  the  chal- 
lenges he  faced  growing  up  without  arms,  and  how  he  sees 
those  challenges  as  being  not  unlike  those  we  all  face  in  over- 
coming life's  obstacles. 

His  humorous  observations  on  his  life  gave  everyone  the 
opportunity  to  do  what  Mr.  Law  calls,  "an  attitude  check." 
His  graphic  examples  of  the  use  of  his  feet  to  replace  arm 
function  made  us  all  realize  that  anything  is  possible  if  we 
have  the  right  attitude.

PSAT  scores  are  outstanding 

Grade  1 1  students  wrote  the  Ajnerican  Preliminary  Scholastic  Assessment  Test 
(PSAT)  in  October,  and  fared  very  well.  Congratulations  go  to  Jon  Stern,  11 B, 
who  achieved  a  perfect  score  in  the  mathematics  section  of  the  test. 

The  students  receive  litde  advance  notice  and  no  preparation  for  this  test,  and 
yet  they  continue  to  achieve  outstanding  results.  The  PSAT  assesses  the  ability  to 
reason  with  mathematical  and  verbal  facts  and  concepts,  rather  than  the  ability  to 
recall  and  recite  them.
